A OMISSION DAY. 


Twenty-nine yearn aijo to-day—Octo- 


ber 81, 1S6-1—Nevada was declared a 
sovereign Stale and admitted into the 
Union by proclamation of President 
.Lincoln. The Nation was then in the 
throes of civil war, government notes 
wero selling in New York at a greater 
discount than silver bullion in to-day 
und the xold ring, then, as now, had 
things its own way. The credit of the 
Government v/as way below par; gold 
an'l silver wore nooe.s.-'ary to purchase 
munitions of war in foreign countries, 
but the men who wero lighting to pre- 
Berve tho 
Union 
\vere paid their 


monthly pittance of thirteen dollarn ia 
depreciated currency worth about half 
its face value in coin. The President 
paid a high cornpliiu' nt to the silver 
inin'nv. of Nevada. Silver bullion was 
cm a par with gold and the product of 
tho Cornstock \vat> us"d to uphold the 
credit of the Government. Nevada, 
becauHb of its silver mines, was deemed 
ono of the moot important States of 
the Union, as tho product of its mines 
prevented tho gold brokers of New 
York and London from making green- 
back 
tin 
valueless as continental 


mouey. 


The Government has never redeemed 


its obligations to Nevada. 
It has

Guitteau, who 


assassiuntod President Garlleld, WHS 
aft'octed with it and crazed by disap- 
pointment shot down tho President of 
tho United States, while under the 
hallucination that Iho President had 
promised him oilico and did not keep 
his piomise. That Guittoau was insane 
there is not much doubt, and that 
Froiidergiiot, who ;issast.iuated Mayor 
Harrison, is similarly affected is almost 
conclusively proved, and that he will 
be punished with death is not tloubtod.

With this digression, it is the pur- 


pose of the present paper to present 
sriefly what the writer believes to be 
the true condition of the State of Ne- 
vada, and some views of the best and 
most practical way of achieving a more 
prosperous condition of a (fairs. 


THE STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Tho people of Nevada are not con- 


fronted with a theory, but a condition. 
A very large State containing a very 
small acreage of land under cultiva- 
:ion, and practically no land left that 
can be brought under cultivation with- 
out the outlay of a large amount of 
capital. It is believed that there is a 
vast amount of land in the State that 
water cau be got upon in one way or 
another, and that it will prove a re- 
munerative investment for capital to 
onstruct the necessary system of irri- 


gating canals, ect., to make the land 
Drod active, but hitherto the attempt to 
interest capital in the undertaking has 
been fruitless of results. 


Even Mr. Newlands has not found it 


expedient to do anything practical in 
Bringing under cultivation the many 
;housand acres of arid land he has pur- 
chased in the 
State. 
The people 


naturally look to him to take the initi- 
ative in the matter. The State %Board 
of Trade expended several thousand 
dollars in preparing data, securing the 
valuable services of " Common Sense " 
,n the compilation thereof, who patriot- 
.cally sacrificed personal ends for the 
public good at a salary of $125 per 
month, with many other perquisites, 
and the only result was to bring two 


ontlemen from Tennessee here, who, 


strange to say, saw no great opportun- 
tyfor colonization upon land that had 
no water upon it. 
THE SILVER QUESTION AND RECLAMATION. 


The remonetization of silver would 


lave brought about an era of agricul- 
tural development here. 
The opening 


of new mines and the influx of miners 
and their families would have called 
immediate attention to the oppor unities 
for investment which our agricultural 
resources offered, and in addition the 
'ncreased prices of fanr products which 
would have followed as an effect from 
both these causes would have appealed 
to capital in a way that would not have 
been heard in vain. But at the present 
moment we have no immediate hope of 
free coinage, aud instead of the farm 
products of the State advancing in 
price there is a more certain probabil- 
ity of a fall in prices. 


Under these circumstances it is idle 


talk of beginning at State develope- 
ment by attempting an increase of our 
agricultural acreage. What we should 
do, in sound policy, is to make an at- 
tempt to 


SECURE A BETTER MARKET 


For what we are now producing, and 
the question of an increased acreage 
will in a measure take care of itself. 
Make a demand for more land by mak- 
ing farming more profitable in the 
State and we need not worry as to the 
capital being forthcoming for reclama- 
tion purposes. 


Tho Agricultural Experiment Station 


here has done more for Nevada than 
all the Boards of Trade that may be 
established, and all the windy editorials 
that may be written. 
It has dem 


onstrated that we can successfully 
grow sugar beets in Nevada having a 
higher sugar per centage than those 
raised in any other State in the Union, 
and this is a fact and no local exaggera- 
tion. It has likewise shown that the 
wild " sour dock," which is native here, 
is nothing less than "canagrie," the 
coming substitute for oak and hem- 
lock bark in tanning leathers, and the 
demand for which is practically un- 
limited. 


PRACTICAL DEVELOPMENT 


Upon agricultural lines in Nevada, in 
view of the conditions surrounding us, 
must begin not by inviting colonists 
here and showing them 
sagebrush 


tracts, however fertile, when destitute 
of water; nor by inviting the attention 
of capitalists to the construction of 
canals and reservoirs, whilst we raise 
all now that there is a market for, and 
not a very extraordinarily good market 
either as our farmers will testify. But 
our true line of development most 
come upon the line of affording oar 
farmers a better market. To this end 


;here is no more promising field than 
;he construction of a beet sugar factory 
some where in ono of oar fertile val- 
eys; 
the best location seemingly being 


at Lovelocks. 
One sugar beet factory, 


xroving a success, will be a wedge for 
agricultural reclamation in this State 
,hat will insure Ms future prosperity 
without effort upon out part. 


In 
conclusion, will 
Congressman 


Francis G. Newlands head a subscrip- 
tion to the stock of a beet faugar 
'aotory in Nevada with an amount 
sufficiently great 
to 
allow the re- 


mainder of the $350,000 required to be 
raised by the other citizens of Nevada 
who are willing to venture in an under- 
;aking of the character, when the mat- 
ter is presented .and proved to be a 
ousiness proposition. If Mr. Newlands 
would subscribe $150,000 to a sugar 
beet factory, there is no question but 
,hat 
the remaining $200,000 can be 


raised among our people. This is the 
manner in which to go about State de- 
velopment, and all the efforts other- 
wise expended will have th« labor for 
;he pains.

CHICAGO'S DJEAU 
MATT OK. 


Kjograpliy of C'suter IT. Harrison. 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison, who \vas 


assassinated at his home in Chicago 
Saturday night by a crank named 
Eugene Patrick Preudergast, a paper 
carrier who alleged that Mayor Har- 
rison promised to make him Corpora- 
tion Counsel, but did not do so.was one 
of the best known men in the west. He 
•was born near Lexington, Ky., Feb- 
ruary 15, 1825, and was under engage- 
ment of marriage to Miss Annie How- 
ard of New Orleans, who's father died 
some years ago and left her about 
three-quaters of a million dollars. His 
jreat-great-grandfather was the father 
of Benjamin, who was the father oC 
President V/illiam Henry Harrison, and 
tiis grandfather was a first cousin of 
John C. Eeckinridge and Benjamin 
Harrison. 
By the death of his father 


tie was left at the age of 18 years to tho 
care of his mother, who was a daughter 
of Colonel William Russell of the 
United Stales army, the great north- 
western pioneer. Dr. Lewis Marshall, 
brother of the Chief Justice and the 
father of Tom Marshall, prepared him 
for Y,ale, where he graduated in 1845. 


After graduating in law at Transyl- 


vania and traveling abroad for two 
years he settled in Chicago in 1855, in- 
vested in real estate and became rich. 
He was Commissioner of Cook Couaty 
from 1871 to 1874, when ho went to Con- 
gress, sorting two years. Ho attracted 
attention during the Hayes-Tildeu con- 
test, when he introduced a resolution 
tor 
a 
six-year Presidential term 


and making President^ eligible for 
one term only but Senators for life at 
the expiration of their term. He was 
elected mayor of Chicago in 1879, 1881, 
1883, 1885,1893. In 1881 he was the 
Democratic candidate against Oglesby 
for Governor of Illinois, and in the 
same year was delegated-at-large to the 
national conventioa that nominated 
Cleveland. 


After completing his forth term as 


Mayor, he mado a trip around the world 
and wrote "A Kace With the Sun." 
In 


1890 he visited Alaska and the National 
Park of the Yellowstone, and his book 
Summers' Outing,' added to his literary 
fame. In 1891 he purchased the Chi- 
cago 
Times, which he edited 
until 


elected Mayor last April, and which his 
sons now own. He was married in 1855 
to Supley Preston. 
in 1876. 


In 1882 he 
married Marguerite 


Stearns, she died in 1887, and he was 
to have been married in a few days to 
Miss Anna Howard of New Orl?ans. 
At the time of his death he was a can- 
didate for United States Senator. Dur- 
ing the past six months he has received 
the officials visiting the World's Fair, 
and the different congresses aud con- 
ventions from all partd of the country 
and world, and his welcome addresses 
constitute a volume of happy thoughts 
and suggestions. 
His last address was 


delivered Saturday to visiting Mayors 
and municipal officers.

crop. Not only does the rice suffer, but 
tho wells dry up and necessitate the car- 
rying of water from long distances. So a 
drought in Japan is indeed a great ca- 
lamity.

a downfall of rain, the people turn out 
' en mass« to evoke the power of their 
• deities to send them the saving showers. 


I A procession is formed of perhaps 200 
' men, all nearly naked, who, carrying 


[ straw emblems representing the sun with 


i rain pouring from it and with long 
| streamers having prayers written on 


• them flying in the wind, proceed to the 
nearest river or bay, where the whole 
company wadea into the water untU 
they are waist deep, and surrounding 
he emblems pray aloud and throw wa- 
;er on the images with both hands. 


After doing this several times the pro- 


cession is reformed, when it proceeds to 
;he temple to pray again. This cere- 
mony is repeated several times, and 
should the rain come in abundance pray- 
ers aro offered in thanksgiving. Should 
it be only a shower, they blame them- 
selves for not having prayed fervently 
enough and continue their devotions un- 
til a downpour takes place. 


Another form of devotion for the same 


purpose takes place at nightfall, when a 


g boat is filled with men and paddled 


swiftly across the harbor, accompanying 
che prayers by the regular beatings of 
tomtoms and gongs. Sometimes at night, 
away down the bay, may be heard the 
weird sound of the tomtoms and the 
voices of the men gradually growing 
louder and louder as the boat approaches, 
each man bending to his paddle in regu- 
lar time as it passes us swiftly and grad- 
ually disappears in the darkness and is 
soon lost to sight and hearing.—Yoko- 
hama Letter.

As these animals bounded into the 


woods they uttered tho moat terrible 
screams and roars, which alarmed the 
entire countryside. 
Terror struck the 


people when day broke, when it was 
learned that the vroods were filled with 
wild beasts. Women and children re- 
mained indoors, while the men went 
round carrying loaded guns. All through 
that day and the following night the 
howls and screams of the wild animals 
could be heard, and a cow was killed by 
them, torn to pieces and partially de- 
voured. 
'While the population hereabouts were 


keeping pretty well indoors, the circus 
men were endeavoring to capture their 
valuable property. Although the ani- 
mals were wild, yet they acted very 
much frightened at their unexpected 
freedom. Some of the beasts had never 
known freedom, while others had been 
in captivity so long that they forgot how 
to act in the woods except to howl more 
in fright than anything else. The circus 
boys corralled the brutes, however, in a 
commonplace way by taking tho empty 
cages into the woods and baiting them 
with huge chunks of juicy meat. They 
would locate an animal, set a cage near 
Mm and then ' 'shoo" him into it as an 
old lady would drive chickens. In this 
manner all the beasts were finally cap- 
tured, and peace once more reigned in 
the country.—Cor.
